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Governor  Expands  Defense  Council  Powers 


I State  Conference 
This  Week  Speeds 
Consumer  Program 

j The  Council  of  Defense  program  for 
consumer  protection  in  Pennsylvania  is 
taking  definite  shape  this  week  with 
three  major  developments,  most  im- 
pressive of  which  is  the  state-wide 
nutrition  and  consumer  meeting  to  be 
held  in  Harrisburg. 

The  other  developments  are: 

1.  Organization  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Consumer  Interests. 

2.  Publication  of  an  official 
S.  C.  D.  bulletin  on  Consumer 
Interests  which  will  serve  as  a 
guide  to  the  consumer  committees 
of  County  land  Local  Councils  of 
Defense. 

The  state-wide  meeting  will  open  in 
the  Forum  of  the  Education  building 
at  the  State  Capitol  on  Friday  morn- 
ing, September  26,  at  10  o’clock  (DST) 
and  will  close  at  noon  the  following 
day.  Programs  and  invitations  were 
i sent  to  Council  of  Defense  members, 
women’s  clubs,  and  other  groups 
throughout  the  state. 

Sponsored  jointly  by  the  State 
Council  of  Defense,  the  State  Nutrition 
Council,  and  the  Consumer  Division, 
U.  S.  Office  of  Price  Administration,  the 
opening  sessions  will  deal  mainly  with 
nutrition,  while  the  Friday  night  and 
Saturday  sessions  will  be  devoted  to 
action  programs  for  consumers. 

Miss  Harriet  Elliott,  chief  of  the 
Consumer  Division  of  O.  P.  A.,  will 
be  the  featured  speaker  Friday 
night,  delivering  what  is  expected 
to  be  a major  statement  of  policy 
on  the  topic  “The  Consumer  Faces 
Inflation.”  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts, 
executive  director  of  the  S.  C.  D., 
will  preside  at  this  session,  and  will 
also  speak  dn  Friday  morning. 

On  Saturday  morning,  with  Mrs. 
William  J.  Clothier,  member  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense,  presiding, 
three  experts  will  explain  problems 
facing  consumers  in  food,  clothing,  and 
housing  during  the  defense  period. 
Other  speakers  will  be  Eugene  R. 
Guinter,  Pennsylvania  field  representa- 
tive of  the  Consumer  Division,  O.  P.  A., 
Karl  Borders,  Chief  of  the  Rent  Sec- 
tion, O.  P.  A.;  and  Merlin  Bishop,  edu-

19  Couniies  Plan 
Pari  in  First  Test 
of  Air  Raid  Alarms 

Defense  Councils  and  Air  Raid 
Wardens  in  19  eastern  counties  of 
Pennsylvania  are  completing  realistic 
pans  for  alarm  signals  and  blackouts 
during  the  U.  S.  Army’s  air  raid  tests 
planned  for  the  week  of  October  9 to  16. 

Ralph  E.  Flinn,  Chief  Air  Raid 
Warden  of  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense, reports  that  all  of  these  counties 
have  named  their  chief  air  raid  wardens 
and  that  plans  for  installing  alarm 
boxes  have  been  completed  at  about 
half  of  the  centers.  The  air  raid  warden 
pt  each  alarm  center  is  responsible  for 
spreading  the  alarm  throughout  his 
county  and  arranging  for  appointment 
of  deputy  and  assistant  wardens. 

Colonel  Paul  H.  French,  of  the 
First  Interceptor  Command  head- 
quarters at  Mitchell  Field,  L.  I.,  has 
advised  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive 
director  of  the  S.  C.  D.,  that  two 
periods  of  intense  air  activity  will 
be  staged  for  the  benefit  of  parti- 
cipating co'unties  that  do  not  plan 
a full  week  of  vigilance. 

“We  are  planning  the  schedule  to 
assure  considerable  air  activity  over 
the  entire  (participating)  regions  from

Proclaims  Added 
Duties  and  Creates 
Defense  'District' 

Governor  Arthur  H.  James  this  week 
extended  the  authority  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense  to  include  the  or- 
ganization of  air  raid  and  fire  wardens 
and  also  established  a special  defense 
district  covering  the  Philadelphia  area. 

His  action,  taken  in  the  form  of  a 
proclamation,  put  in  effect  certain 
powers  authorized  in  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  Act  but  not  encompassed 
in  the  Governor’s  original  proclama- 
tion last  April.  Other  powers,  too,  are 
permitted  in  the  Act,  subject  to  fur- 
ther proclamation  by  the  Governor. 

In  setting  up  a Greater  Philadelphia 
defense  district,  Governor  James  acted 
under  Section  7 of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  Act  which  authorizes  such 
districts  “in  critical  areas  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  special  importance  in 
defense  activities.”  County  and  Local 
Councils  of  Defense  in  such  districts 
still  retain  their  full  duties,  but  the 
district  setup  permits  inter-county  co- 
ordination. 

The  Governor’s  proclamation  follows:

Institutes  Listed 

for  Every  County 

Plans  for  a series  of  Defense  insti- 
tutes that  would  reach  into  every 
county  of  Pennsylvania,  bringing  to 
each  locality  the  latest  information  on 
the  civilian  defense  program,  were 
made  by  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
at  a meeting  this  month. 

The  institutes,  to  be  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  County  Councils  of  De- 
fense, would  be  attended  by  members 
of  all  the  surrounding  Local  Councils 
of  Defense  and  their  sub-committees. 
The  program  is  scheduled  to  start  in 
the  eastern  counties  sometime  in 
October  and  proceed  gradually  west- 
ward. 

With  two  nights  set  aside  for  each 
institute,  teams  of  speakers  selected  by 
the  State  Council  of  Defense  are  to 
present  up-to-the-minute  instructions 
for  emergency  volunteer  services,  con-

cational  director,  Amalgamated  Cloth- 
ing Workers,  Philadelphia. 

An  unusual  attraction  at  the  two-day 
gathering  will  be  a model  “Consumer 
Information  Center”  of  the  type  that 
can  be  set  up  in  Pennsylvania  com- 
munities. Specialists  will  be  available 
there  to  give  information  and  assist- 
ance to  delegates  concerning  consumer 
problems  in  their  communities. 

The  consumer  meeting  will  follow 
by  little  more  than  one  week  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  S.  C.  D.  Advisory 
Committee  on  Consumer  Interests.  This 
State-wide  committee,  made  up  of  26 
persons,  gathered  in  Harrisburg  last 
Saturday  and  appointed  Dr.  Edward 
G.  Cornelius,  of  Bucknell,  as  its  tempo- 
rary chairman,  and  H.  F.  Weber,  Lock 
Haven  State  Teachers  College,  tempo- 
rary secretary. 

The  Advisory  Committee  also  decided 
to  hold  a dinner  meeting  Friday  during 
the  state-wide  sessions  in  Harrisburg, 
and  appointed  the  following  steering 
committee:  Dr.  Laura  Drummond  and 
Hugh  Pyle,  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
College;  Mrs.  Violet  K.  Hund,  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Farm  Bureau;  and  Miss 
Irene  Boozer,  secretary  of  the  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  Colored  Branch  of  Pittsburgh. 

Meanwhile,  the  consumer  bulletin 
published  by  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense (No.  20  in  the  S.  C.  D.  series)  is 
expected  to  come  from  the  printers  in 
time  for  distribution  this  weekend  at 
the  consumer  meeting.  Copies  also  will 
be  mailed  to  Councils  of  Defense 
throughout  the  state.

A suggestion  for  “wholesome  and  in- 
spiring correspondence”  with  draftees 
has  been  advanced  by  Alton  B.  Zerby, 
chairman  of  the  Dillsburg  (Cumber- 
land county)  Defense  Council. 

In  appointing  Harry  Starry  as  the 
local  chairman  for  American  Unity, 
Zerby  said  he  was  asking  women’s  and 
service  clubs  in  the  borough  to  adopt 
the  letter-writing  idea.  “A  note  from 
a mature  person — even  a kindly  note 
from  dependable  young  ladies,”  he  said 
“will  help  lonesome  draftees.” 


Training  people  in  self-discipline  is 
the  chief  contribution  local  defense 
councils  can  make  toward  meeting  any 
problem  of  mass  evacuation  that  may 
arise. 

The  Committee  on  Highway  Control 
of  the  State  Council  of  Defense  brought 
out  this  salient  point  at  its  first  meet- 
ing, which  was  held  at  Easton.  Adjutant 
General  Robert  M.  Vail,  member  of  the 
State  Council  and  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, presided. 

Colonel  Lynn  G.  Adams,  commis- 
sioner of  Pennsylvania  Motor  Police, 
who  also  is  a member  of  the  committee, 
assured  the  conference  that  he  had  900 
trained  men  and  adequate  plans  ready 
to  handle  any  evacuation,  although  no 
such  exodus  is  expected. 


Bucks  Home  Survey 
Brings  U.  S.  Praise 

In  the  midst  of  a busy  program,  the 
Bucks  County  Council  of  Defense  took 
“time  out”  long  enough  to  make  a for- 
mal report  to  county  commissioners  on 
its  work  since  being  organized  April 
28.  The  council  opened  an  office  in 
Doylestown  July  7 with  a secretary  in 
charge. 

A housing  survey  led  to  the  federal 
government  selecting  two  sites  in  Up- 
per Moreland  to'wnship  to  accommo- 
date 500  to  600  families  brought  in  by 
an  airplane  factory.  The  U.  S.  Divi- 
sion of  Defense  Housing  Coordination 
commended  the  council’s  survey,  which 
covered  12  districts.  Another  survey 
determined  the  number  of  homes  avail- 
able for  refugees  in  event  of  an  emerg- 
ency. 

On  the  law  and  order  side,  the  coun- 
cil organized  an  emergency  police  force 
of  1200,  an  air  patrol  of  13  pilots  and 
planes  and  a motor  patrol  of  54  station 
wagons  with  drivers. 

Guinter  Gives  Tips 
On  Consumer  Units 

A guide  for  Local  Councils  of  Defense 
in  selecting  their  consumer  committees 
is  offered  by  Eugene  R.  Guinter,  Penn- 
sylvania field  representative  of  the  Con- 
sumer Division,  U.  S.  Office  of  Price 
Administration. 

Guinter  suggests  the  committee 
should  include: 

1.  A chairman  with  experience  in  the 
consumer  field  either  as  an  educator, 
economist,  or  public  administrator  of  a 
consumer  protection  program. 

2.  Representatives  from  the  various  or- 
ganizations in  the  community  as  well  as 
from  population  groups 

3.  Competent  technical  personnel. 

4.  Public  officials  engaged  in  admin- 
istering housing,  weights  and  measures, 
or  similar  programs.

Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive  director 
of  the  S.  C.  D.  said  that  the  message 
local  councils  must  get  across  to  the 
people  is  “to  stay  in  your  homes  and 
keep  your  heads.” 

“We  have  faith,”  said  Doctor  Marts, 
“that  our  people  will  discipline  them- 
selves so  bravely  there  won’t  be  any 
need  of  an  elaborate  system  for  their 
control.”

Field  Men  Turn  Students 


A one-day  lesson 
Arsenal,  Maryland,  has  given  the  six 
field  representatives  of  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  a vivid  picture  of  in- 
cendiary bombs  and  the  careful  train- 
ing needed  to  combat  them. 

From  8 a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  the  Penn- 
sylvania group  witnessed  incendiary- 
fighting tactics  as  special  “students”  at 
the  Army’s  Chemical  Warfare  School. 
Firemen  and  policemen  from  Eastern 
cities,  including  30  from  Pennsylvania, 
have  been  taking  two-weeks  courses 
there  by  arrangement  of  the  U.  S.  Office 
of  Civilian  Defense. 

Capping  the  visit  for  the  Pennsyl- 
vania party  was  a huge  night  demon- 
stration in  which  a flimsy  four-story 
wooden  structure  and  several  smaller 
structures  were  exposed  to  lighted  in- 
cendiaries and  allowed  to  burn  or  be 
“saved”  according  to  the  methods  used 
in  fighting  them.  An  airplane  dropped 
magnesium  parachute  flares  to  start  the 
demonstration. 

Classroom  instructions  included  a dis- 
cussion of  air  raid  precautions  for 
private  homes  and  large  buildings.  In- 
dustrial plants,  schools,  theatres,  hotels, 


large  stores,  gas  works  and  similar 
buildings  should  organize  their  own  fire 
protection  squads,  it  was  pointed  out. 

In  the  case  of  private  homes,  the  fol- 
lowing articles  were  recommended  for 
use  in  time  of  air  raids:  a blanket,  sand 
bucket  or  bag,  long  handled  shovel, 
water  buckets,  flashlight,  axe,  stirrup 
pump  or  similar  device.  Other  precau- 
tions for  home-owners  include  filling  of 
bathtubs  with  water,  clearing  the  attic 
of  combustibles,  and  placing  of  sand 
on  the  attic  floor  to  prevent  incen- 
diaries from  passing  through. 

The  Edgewood  Arsenal  training  is 
open  to  firemen  and  policemen  from 
all  Pennsylvania  cities  that  apply.  The 
six  cities  invited  to  send  “students”, 
to  the  next  class,  opening  October  6, 
are  Hatboro,  Bristol,  Phoenixville, 
Altoona,  Munhall,  and  New  Kensing- 
ton.

Scranton  Declares 

Blackout  a Success 

“Behind-the-scenes”  defense  pre- 
parations became  realistic  for  Scran- 
ton’s 141,000  residents  in  a blackout 
test  August  22.  Led  by  General 
David  J.  Davis,  director  of  Scranton’s 
defense  council,  carefully-trained 
volunteers  carried  out  a five-minute 
“dress  rehearsal”  of  what  happens 
during  an  air  raid. 

At  10:55  p.M.  American  Legion 
spotters  atop  Scrub  Oak  Mountain 
telephoned  that  an  “enemy”  plane 
was  sighted.  Police  and  fire  sirens 
wailed,  whistles  blew  and  church 
bells  rang  out.  Like  magic,  lights 
were  snuffed  out.  Even  the  weather- 
man helped  by  hiding  the  moon  be- 
hind low-hanging  clouds. 

Scranton’s  citizens,  warned  for 
days  by  press  and  radio  accounts, 
cooperated  whole-heartedly.  From 
his  headquarters.  General  Davis  kept 
in  touch  with  his  aides  by  radio.  He 
called  the  test  a “success  from  every 
angle”,  and  said  it  brought  home  the 
need  for  citizens  to  remain  cool 
under  fire.

to  busy  themselves  with  the  creation 
of  a force  of  air  raid  and  fire  wardens 
to  be  prepared  to  handle  any  emerg- 
ency situation  which  may  rise. 

To  expedite  this  work  now  being 
urgently  pressed  by  the  defense  offic- 
ials of  the  national  administration,  1 
do  hereby,  in  supplement  to  my  Proc- 
lamation of  April  17,  1941,  invoke 
that  part  of  Act  No.  3,  approved 
March  19,  1941,  which  authorizes  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  to  take  such 
“appropriate  action  as  it  may  deem 
necessarx}  with  respect  to  the  * * * 
coordination  for  fire  protection  and 
disaster  relief.” 

In  further  pursuance  to  the  afore- 
said Act  I do  also  hereby,  as  Chair- 
man of  the  State  Council  of  Defense, 
establish  the  following  district  council 
of  defense: 

1.  Metropolitan  Philadelphia,  em- 
bracing the  following  counties:  Phila- 
delphia, Delaware,  Chester,  Montgom- 
ery, Bucks. 

The  purpose  of  establishing  this 
district  is  to  permit  the  coordination 
of  the  activities  of  the  area  concerned 
in  the  development  of  adequate  air 
raid,  fire  and  disaster  protection. 

For  this  reason  I hereby  designate 
the  chairman  of  each  of  the  county 
councils  of  defense  to  be  members  of 
the  district  council. 

As  need  for  them  developes,  similar 
district  councils  of  defense  will  be 
established  in  other  sections  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

GIVEN  under  my  hand  and  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  State,  at  the  City 
of  Harrisburg,  this  twenty-second  day 
of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  and  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
one  hundred  and  sixty-sixth.

October  14,  weather  permitting,”  he 
reported.  “It  is  suggested  that  as  much 
of  the  civil  defense  as  is  ready  be  put 
in  operation  during  those  periods.” 
Colonel  French  also  announced 
that  localities  wishing  to  attempt 
a blackout  or  other  night  operation 
should  schedule  it  for  6 p.  m.  to 
midnight  on  October  10,  at  which 
time  Army  planes  will  go  over  in 
full  force. 

The  air  raid  tests  will  extend  all 
along  the  northeastern  seaboard  and 
will  bring  into  concerted  action 
“attacking”  bombers,  pursuit  planes, 
anti-aircraft  batteries,  air  raid  wardens, 
volunteer  aircraft  spotters,  filter 
centers,  and  other  organized  air  raid 
defense  units.
